. Nineteenth Annual Meeting. 


Mr Amos, PB. Wilder, Consul Genaral for 
America ab Hongkong, presided over the 
nineteenth annual iecting of the Hong- 
kong Benovolent Society, at the City Hall 
to-day. ~ :

Dr Wilder said:—This sociely, whose an- 
nual meeting is held this day, has for twenty 
years in this Colony been a help to indigent 
Europeans. Tt has not been able to say to 
all such, ‘‘ Your troubles are over; wo will 
carry you "—for no society is rich enough 
to defray all bills of all people in want, and 
a society would do harm that attempted 
it; hutthanke to the Hongkong Benevolent 
Society and its generous supporters, it 

* is now oligible for any Zuropean in distress 
to prosont himself or homelf to Mr Branco, 
or the Honorary Socretary,:a lady. and 
have the merits’ of the case threshed out, 

“If it be-a: meritorious case, relief can bo 
afforded to an extent, indeed itis happy 
reading to see how many people have been 
sot on their foot. And if there bo a factor 
of unworthiness, the case is nob wholly 
refused, for if you and I were turned down 
by parents, friends and the Almighty 
except when we were right, we would 
usually be found wrong side up. There 
is a cold, practical, just ‘attitude in doal- 
ing with mon that may have its place in 

. Certain relations’ as, for instance, in the 
eonduct of business ; but this attitude will 
not got far in the upbuilding of men and 
women who ara down. Justicois a majestic 
thing, bat its field is the tribunal and the 
market place, rathor than in the operation 
of a soaiety for the retiof ofthe unfortunate, 
the suffering and the weak. Humanity 
touches the hervic noto on rare. oc- 
ensions as a reminder of its high origin, 
but day in and day cut the philan- 
thropist must bo very charitable and 
patient, he must forget much and hopa 
against experience. Ono need not forgive 
a clerk soveaty times seven, in the sunde 
of entrusting the combination of the safe 
to him; but tho persevering kindness of 
the precept is by no means nonsense, 

‘There ixn mean botereon futile sentimenta- 
lism and granito justice. It was struck of 
Inte by a- father in dealing with his 
son, Tho young man had been covering 
the Orient on his own way, calling on the 

. father for money from to time. The old 
man had respondod bravely again’ and 
again. Having reached Hongkong the wan- 
derer once mote smote tho rock of parental 
resoutcos; in fact he intereated—*touched"” 
I believe ia the expression—‘‘ touched” the 
consulata for the price of a callegran. The

.dono ita beautiful part and juscico assumed 
her tidy function, Iam glad to say to the 
wolfary of the young man, To meet and 
listen to the ‘lony life histories of 
the applicants is tedious business nnd the 
later investigations require time and 
datience. ‘These tasks your managers have 
dono faithfully. In one way the number 
of those helped appears limited compared 
to. reports of home sacieties ; yet it ia to 
be remembered that fora European to be 
stranded in this remote part of tho 
world is grave businesa and relief pro- 
portlonatuly expeusive, especially when 
transportation charges are incurred, Our 
annual budget ia not largo. Every dollar 
is Inid out judiciously and’ being -at- 
tended by personal -intorcat i» rade pro- 
fitablo to the applicant; for unless the 
man is led to: work and fo help himself, 
merely t6 feed him, to-day when he will be 
hungry again to-morrow is to pour water 
into a sieve. Tt is aconvenience to have 
this machinery of charity in Hongkong. 
It ought not to bo necessary to urge 
citizens to remit the $12 annual duos, a 
Tess or s'greater amount us a primary: item 
of the year's individual outlay. Having 
done this ono feels frea to refer applicants 
to the society.’ Mrs Pollock, the Hon 
Secretary, gocs homo for o time and Mr 
France retires—the two wheel. horsea of 
tho work of late years—but new material 
will develop.. We thank them not moro 
for their diligence and sweet reason- 
ableness with the unfortunate and 
erring than for the sbandards of 
efliciency they have sot thoir successors. 

Consul Wilder then read the nineteenth 
annual report as follows :—The ladies of 
tha Committee of-the Hongkong Bene- 
volent Society desire again to thank mem- 
bers und friends who through another year 
have given them the means of carrying out 
the objects of the Society, and have much 
pleasure in submitting the Annual Report] 
andStatement of Accounts forthe yoar 1908. 
‘Tho number of applicants this year has been 
greater than last, many have applied during 
tho course of the year whose cases are 
not detailed in this report, some have 
been ‘refused as unworthy of assistance, 
others were not within the scope of the 
Society and others have obtained work 
through letters of introduction, ‘or by in- 
fluence of the members of the Committec. 
Twenty-one havo. received. assistance with 
money, clothes, boardand lodging until work 
eguld be found, or paseagoe paid to various 
places.worw. thoy had promise. of‘ work. 
We havo -had very fow residents. applying 
for help, most of our cases, this year have 
heen men who come to Hongkong with ‘the 
bolief that thera was 

‘got, aud have became destitu:e.in honestly 

trying to find it,—some of course have 
abifted here: as rolling stones and. are not 
entirely satisfactory cases to help, but it 
is difficult to definitely class. them as 
undeserving, ‘ Unfortunately we ‘cannot 
follow our casos to- their conclusions, 
dat we have had several -instances this 
“year of apparently ‘undesirable. characters, 
who but for the Sociaty would have been 
prretionlly starving aud by the help given

The report of Guaranteo Schemo was 
also read as follows by Consul Wilder :—At 
the'last annual meeting of the Hongkon 
Benovolont Society an appéal was made in 
connection with this scheme for the ensuing 
year but only two gentlemen came forward, 
Of these two only ono was called upon, 
A man of respectable. character, Dat in 
destitute circumstances, was admitted to 
the Sailors Home where ho stayed 17 daya 
at the oxpenge of his guarantors. “Ho was 
thus enabled to Iovk round sod find work 
instead of being reduced to begging, or 
the House of Detention and so was un-’ 
doubtedly saved from deterioration. 

The accond guarantor though’ not, called 
upon in the ordinary way vory kindly 

ermitted the full amount of his guaranteo 

60.00 to be used in relicving » caso of 
distross which could not rightly be brought 
under the conditions of the scheme. In 
view of the vory limited response of last 
year it would a¢em on the whole bett«r to. 
discontinue and to-invite-any who might 
be disposed to become guarantors to con- 
tribute instead to the general funds of the 
Hongkong Benevolent Society. 

‘The chairman proposed that adoption of 
the report. 

The Rev. C. H. Hickling in seconding 
congratulated the members of the society 
on the oxcellent report and romarking on 
the guarantor scheme thonght that while 
thosy responsible hud thought it advisable 
to discontinue the scheme it wou'd be well 
if ‘the gunrantors could be induced to sub- 
scribe to the general funds of the society 
os Hongkong was othe highway of the 
world and unfortunately a number of per- 
sons cama here through false reports, 
thinking in a sense that the streets wero 
paved with gold which could ba bad for 
the picking up. ~ The speaker also 
alluded to the fact that out of the twenty- 
one cases which had been dealt with by 
the society during the year it had included 
persons of nine ustionalities. The society 
was therefore -intornational in its scopo 
and ina conclusion besides paying a high 
tribute to the exccilent. work done by the 
Rev Mr France, urged the public of Hong- 
ong to support the good work which va 
being done in their midst by the society. 
(Applause). : 

Lhe chairman then proposed that the 
following ludies be elected to the several 
ottices in place of those who were. retiring 
through leaving the Colony, Mts May, 
president; Mrs Hastings, vice-president ;

Mra Peters seconded 
by Mra Pollock a hearty vote of thanks 
vas passed to Consul General Wilder for 
presiding.

Terrible Details, 

News now slowly coming to'hand shows 
that the earthquake disasters which have 
devastated Sicily and Calabria in Southern 
Italy will rank with the most appalling 
calamitios ever recorded in the history of 
of that greatly troubled portion of Europe. 

The following graphio story is told by a 
woman who arriyed. at Catania from 


S| Messina on the morning of the: 20th | 


December, She was herself badly injured. 
She describes the horrors that accompanied 
the disaster ab MeSsina in these worda :—~ 

‘Infernal is the only word that ‘will 
adequately describe the fearful, terrifying 
scene, When tho first shock came, most | 
of the city was fact asleep. I was awakon- 
ed by the rocking of the house. Windows 
swayed and rattled, and crockery and glass 
erashod to the floor. Tho next moment I 
bis violently thrown out of my bed to the 

oor. 
the only thing to do was tomake my wa 
out of doors, The streets were filléd. 
Everybody had rushed - out in their night 
dlothes, headless of the rain, which was 
falling in torrente. “forrified shrieks rosa 
from all sides, and we heard heart-rending’ 
appeals. for holp from tho uefortunates 
pinned boneath the ruins. : 

i Valle were tottering all age us, and 
not one of my party expected te esca, 
alive. My brothers and sisters were with 
me, and ina frenzy. of terror wa groped 
our way through the streets, holding our 
own against the panio-stricken people and 
clambering over piles of ruins, until we 
finally reached a place of comparative rafe- 
ty. But it was not long before I was 
struck down and badly injured by a piece 
of furniture that icll out of the upper 
storey of a house. 

“All along the road we were jostled by 
acores of pvople, hulf-clad, Jike oursclres.’ 
The houses seemed to ho crashing to thy 
ground in whatever direction we turned. 

“Suddenly the sea began to pour into 
the town, It seemed.to me that this must 
mean. the end of everything. The on-com- 
ing water rolled in a huge wave, accom- 
Fanied by a tertiblo roar. It wan agtow 
with the reflection of the burning palacca 
and other buildings, and, as if this was not 
enough,. there suddenly shot up into the 
skys hugh burst of flame, followad by a} 


This probably was the gasworks blowing 


up. 

“Eventeally we reached tho principal 
square of Messina, Here we found two or 
three thousand utterly terrified people as- 
sombled. “None of us knew what: to do. 
Wo waited in an agony of fear. Men 
prayed, groaned and shricked. saw ong 
of tho high buildings fronting on tho square 
co)lapse. It seemed to me that scores of 
persons were buried beneath the ruins. 
Thon [ lost consciousness, and I remem- 
bered no more.” | 

Tho first news from Messina reached 
Rome in the form of a despatch which a 
torpedo-boat, steaming at fall speed along 
the coust of tho poninsula, carried from 
point*te point, always finding the wires 
down, until it reached Nicotera, wh-ro the 
telegraph was found to be intact. From 
this point the despatch. was sont. It 
briefly stated that the: situation was 
desperate, and after summarising the im- 
mensity. of the catastrophe, ended with 
the annoucement that Captain  Passino, 
commander of the local station for torpedo- 
boats, was ‘buried under. the debris, after 
having with other officials performed heroic 
work in trying to save sufferers. 

The Italian Government procecded on- 
ergetically to.rolidve the. widespread dis- 
tress, concentrating at the points of 
erealest need troopsand eugineers. - Mem- 
hers, of tho Red Cross were despatched to 
various places, and camps: with -provisions 
wero immodiutely prepared, sll available 
railway Jines. and warahipa being used for 
their transport, 

Thesteamers Washing and Monte Bello, 
which were in'the harbour of Messina, later 
proceeded to Catania, loaded -with the 
injured, who were so stupefied with terror 
that they seemed unable to realise what had 
happened, simply saying that it looked as 
though the ond of the world had eome. 

At Catania the panic-stricken people, 
fonring new shocke, absolutely refused to 
enter their houses, and were camping on 
‘the square, - The tidal wave sank boats 
thero aud did great damage to several large 
vessels and steamers, including the Aus- 
trian steamer Buda, 

Not only did Catania suffer from tho 
effect of a tidal wave, but a similar body of 
water inundated the haudsome strosts.of 
Megsina which flank the. harbour, covering 
thein with a thick loyor of mud, which 
rendered: more difficult the succouring of 
the wounded, many of whom ‘could be 
soen lying in the wreckage. : 

Tho effects of the earthquake were 
aggravated through an oxplosion of gas, The 
flames svfept along several streets, adding 
terror upon terror. 4 . 

In Calabria the region round Monte 
Geone was most affected: ~The villnge of 
Stoefanaconi, the inhabitants of which num- 
ber 23,000, was virtually destroyed. 

Thousands of persons abandoned their 
bomos, although a terrific rainstorm pre-. 
vailed, and filled the air with Jamentations 
and prayers. In some places; such as 
Prizao, Cotrono, Santa Severina and’ Pis- 
copia, the people entered the churches al- 
most while tue latter were: falling and 
carried out the saints...

A mosange from Reggio, dated the 31st 
December, ssid:—A state of most frightful 
anarchy provails here. .Mobs of xuffians 
Team among the ruins; giving fall vent ta 
thoiy vilest instincts. They are pillaging 
the wrecked jowellery. stores and bank, 
and do not hositate to shed the blood of 
those opposing them. A few soldiers who 
unhurt have been impelled by an 
admirablo spirit of discipline to orvanise 
patrols on their own initiative.
